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Nature Reserve 

Well the frost certainly 
caught us out! Just after last 
month | had reported seeing a 
newt in the pond, at the 
reserve, it freezes over. Which 
brings me to mention that just 
recently, I had put my waders 
on and carried a few small branches with me to 
place strategically around the pond. 

This is to help the Dragonflies and Damselflies 
in the summer. Not only will they have somewhere 
to crawl up out of the water, split their skins and 
then fly away, but these could also have been used 
as perches and resting places, where I and anyone 
else could have watched them. But not now, 
because things were thrown at them and they were 
broken. Thanks to whoever ! 

Even at this time of year, the reserve is thriving. 
There are Fieldfares, Redwings, Blue, Great and 
Long Tailed Tits, Snipe, Great, Lesser spotted and 
Green Woodpeckers, Shrews, Bank, Field and 
Water Voles and the Badgers are OK. Together with 
lots of other fauna which will be mentioned some 
other time. 

Some of you may have noticed that I have been 
coppicing in an area near the reserve. This involves 
cutting trees off just above ground level with a 
slanted cut away from the base (to direct the water 
away). This then produces a clearing where light 
can get in and will allow flowers to grow, 
Butterflies to use and a couple of nest-boxes to be 
installed. This coppicing is done on a 'so many a 
year’ rotation. It also produces long straight poles 
which can be cut and used for different uses. 

Remember .. every day that goes by is a day 
closer to Spring !

March Wildlife 


Hare today - gone tomorrow ! 

Hares are the hotted-up hatch- 
backs of the animal world. Their 
powerful hind limbs, tipped with 
two l5cm-long feet, can take 
them from 0 to 45 miles per hour 
in a matter of seconds, and they can still corner on 
a sixpence! 

Despite their prowess of acceleration, hares can 
disappear in the blink of an eye, even without 
moving, as they prefer to press themselves flat 
against the ground rather than run. The objective is 
a sure way to confuse a predator, but which can end 
in tragedy if the hare is unable to tell the difference 
between a tractor and a fox. Most activity occurs at 
dawn, dusk and night. In winter they keep to 
woods, moving out to fields to breed.
